MIDDLE   DISTANCE  RUNNING. 


'THE  point  at  which  sprinting  ends  and  middle 
distance  running  begins  varies  so  much 
with  individual  athletes  that  it  is  impossible  to  say 
exactly  what  the  middle  distances  are.  While 
the  old  idea  that  the  limit  of  distance  that  a  run- 
ner could  cover  at  top  speed  without  a  break  was 
350  yards,  and  that  the  quarter  mile  was  as  dis- 
tinct from  the  sprints  as  was  the  mile  from  the 
quarter,  is  correct  as  far  as  the  generality  of  run- 
ners is  concerned,  in  the  case  of  individual  athletes 
it  is  far  from  being  so.  When  we  see  W.  C.  Downs 
run  400  yards  at  the  rate  of  100  yards  in  10^ 
seconds,  and  Wendell  Baker  cover  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  in  47^  seconds,  we  must  conclude  that  for 
some  runners  these  distances,  instead  of  being  in 
a  class  of  their  own,  are  nothing  more  nor  less 
than  long  sprints. 

Evpii  600  yards  may  be  regarded  as  not  alto- 
gether beyond  the  power  of  the  sprinter  when  we 
remember  that  at  least  three  American  athletes 
have  run  the  distance  at  better  than  a  twelve- 
second  gait.  On  the  other  hand  there  are  athletes, 
notably  A.  H.  Green,  of  Harvard,  who  can  crowd 
the  record  at  75  yards,  but  are  not  even  in  the 
second  class  at  100  yards.  For  such  a  runner  the 
quarter  mile  may  really  be  considered  a  long  dis- 
tance race. 

Training  for  the  middle  distances  is  a  very  deli- 
cate matter,  as  more  than  one  athlete  has  learned 
to  his  cost.  The  sprinter  needs  only  to  develop 
his  speed,  and  the  mile  or  ten-mile  runner  his 
endurance  ;  but  the  middle  distance  man,  to  be 
successful,  must  possess  an  unusual  combination 


of  both  these  qualities.  He  must  be  careful,  more- 
over, that  neither  is  developed  at  too  great  an 
expense  to  the  other.  That  this  may  easily  be 
done  the  following  illustration  will  prove. 

W.  C.  Downs  and  myself  took  up  running  in 
1888.  At  the  Intercollegiate  Championships  that 
year  Downs  ran  in  the  half  mile,  while  I  competed 
in  the  quarter.  Downs  was  at  that  time  undecided 
whether  he  could  do  better  at  the  mile  or  half  mile, 
while  I  more  than  once  thought  of  dropping  the 
quarter,  which  was  always  a  hard  race  for  me,  and 
confining  my  attention  to  the  sprints. 

During  the  spring  of  1889  Downs  and  I  met 
three  times  at  the  quarter,  and  each  time,  thanks 
to  my  greater  sprinting  powers  at  the  finish,  I  was 
the  winner.  But  each  time  I  was  so  much  ex- 
hausted by  my  efforts  that  I  was  unable  to  start  in 
the  subsequent  half  mile,  which  Downs  won,  by 
reason  of  his  superior  endurance. 

The  training  which  each  did  thereafter  was  in  a 
great  measure  with  reference  to  the  running  of  the 
other.  Downs  hoped  by  developing  his  sprinting 
powers  to  overcome  the  advantage  which  my  speed 
gave  me  ;  and  I  thought  by  bringing  up  my  endur- 
ance to  a  level  with  his  that  I  might  beat  him  at 
both  quarter  and  half  at  the  "  Intercollegiates  "  of 
1890.  While  he  was  running  "hundreds"  and 
"  two  hundred  and  twentys  "  I  was  jogging  half 
miles  and  miles. 

And  the  result  of  it  all  was  that  we  overdid  the 
thing  to  such  an  extent  that  we  changed  our  places 
in  athletics  completely.  When  we  met  at  a  short 
distance  I  found  that  the  sprinting  shoes  were  on 
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his  feet,  and  when  we  ran  a  half  mile  the  staying 
powers  that  I  had  cultivated  won  the  race.  And 
so  at  the  intercollegiate  meeting  and  at  the  Eastern 
championships,  and  last  fall  at  the  Canadian  and 
American  championships,  Downs  won  at  my  old 
distance,  the  quarter,  while  I  took  his  old  race, 
the  half. 

Downs  has  always  attributed  his  defeat  by  Rem- 
ington in  the  quarter,  at  the  Metropolitan  cham- 
pionships, September  12,  1891,  to  the  fact  that  for 
a  month  preceding  the  race  he  had  carried  his 
practice  in  sprinting  to  an  extreme.  Relying  alto- 
gether on  his  natural  endurance,  he  had  not  during 
that  time  run  further 
than  a  furlong  at  a 
stretch.  Whether  this 
was  the  real  cause  of 
his  defeat  I  cannot  say, 
but  I  do  know  that 
when  he  took  a  little 
"staying  up"  work 
during  the  next  two 
weeks  he  turned  the 
tables  on  the  Manhat- 
tan champion  both  at 
Toronto  and  St.  Louis. 

It  is  rather  curious 
with  regard  to  quarter 
mile  running  that  only 
recently  was  the  fact 
recognized  that  it  was 
not  a  waiting  race. 
Athletes  were  afraid  to  start  off  fast  for  fear 
they  would  be  unable  to  finish.  This  perhaps 
will  explain  why  the  English  record  for  the 
distance  remained  at  50  2-5  seconds  until  1881, 
though  the  half-mile  record  at  the  time  was 
1  min.  57^4  sees.,  proportionately  a  much  better 
performance.  Nowadays  the  quarter  is  run  from 
the  crack  of  the  pistol,  and  we  see  very  little 
waiting  when  the  best  men  meet. 

Though  the  American  and  English  records  for 
the  middle  distances  are  very  nearly  equal  in  point 
of  merit,  the  advantage  would  seem  to  rest  on  this 
side  of  the  Atlantic.  Leaving  out  of  consideration 
Wendell  Baker's  straightaway  record  of  47^  sec- 
onds for  the  quarter,  the  performances  of  H.  C.  L. 
Tindall,  of  Cambridge,  and  L.  E.  Myers  are  so 
nearly  the  same  that  the  ordinary  timing  watch 
would  not  distinguish  between  the  two.  Tindall's

record  was  48^  seconds,  while  Myers'  best  time 
was  48  3-5  seconds.  The  same  difference  of  one- 
tenth  of  a  second  divides  F.  J.  K.  Cross'  half-mile 
record  of  1  min.  54  2-5  sees,  from  the  best  Amer- 
ican performance,  1  min.  54^  sees. 

For  600  yards  the  American  record  is  1  min. 
11  2-5  sees.,  against  1  min.  12  sees,  for  England. 
And  for  1,000  yards,  Myers'  2  mins.  13  sees,  is  a 
full  second  faster  than  the  fastest  English  time. 

By  many  the  quarter  mile  is  regarded  as  the 
hardest  race  that  can  be  run.  I  used  to  think  so 
myself,  but  since  taking  up  the  half  mile  I  have 
experienced  exhaustion  that  I  do  not  think  could 
possibly  be  induced  by  running  the  shorter  distance.

\\TE  have  received  from  the  Racing  Club 
de  France  a  letter  requesting  the  N.  Y. 
A.  C.  to  make  entries  for  an  international  ath- 
letic meeting  at  Paris,  July  7.  "Our  track,"  the 
secretary  writes,  "is  of  grass  and  especially  re- 
served to  athletics  foot  races."  There  are  both 
scratch  and  handicap  events  on  the  programme, 
which  includes  100,  400  and  1,600  metre  flat  races, 
a  120-yard  hurdle  race,  and  a  2,500  metre  steeple- 
chase. The  prizes  are  "  objets  d'arts."  Here  is  a 
chance  for  the  athletes  who  are  dissatisfied  with 
the  rules  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  regard- 
ing prizes. 

"\\^E  regret  that  it  should  be  found  necessary 
™  to  call  attention  to  the  abuse  of  privileges 
granted  to  the  Club's  athletes.  In  most  athletic 
organizations  competitors  are  required  to  supply 
their  own  outfits.  The  New  York  Athletic  Club, 
however,  expends  a  considerable  sum  each  year 
for  baseball  and  football  uniforms,  blanket  coats 
for  the  track  men,  etc.  And  as  regularly,  at  the 
end  of  the  season,  these  articles  are  appropriated 
by  certain  athletes  to  their  individual  use.  Besides 
causing  a  great  deal  of  inconvenience  to  other 
athletes,  this  is  certainly  taking  an  unfair  advan- 
tage of  the  liberality  of  the  Club.  We  hope  that 
offenders  in  this  respect  will,  in  the  future,  be 
more  considerate.

Adelbert  Shaw,  of  Harvard  ;  Thomas  Buchanan, 
of  Yale  ;  Herbert  Mapes,  of  Columbia,  and  Charles 
O.  Wells,  of  Amherst.  Our  first  reflection,  when 
we  consider  this  list,  especially  if  unacquainted 
with  the  cause  of  death,  is  likely  to  be  that  the 
course  of  physical  training  pursued  at  college  is 
in  some  way  connected  with,  if  it  is  not  directly 
accountable  for  the  appalling  mortality. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  death  was  in  each  case  due 
to  accident,  or  to  illness  brought  on  by  exposure  — 
chances  to  which  athletes  by  reason  of  their  ac- 
tive outdoor  life  are  peculiarly  liable.  Lamar, 
Brokaw,  Shaw  and  Mapes  were  drowned.  Durrell 
died  of  congestion  of  the  brain,  induced  probably 
by  a  blow  on  the  head  from  a  baseball  some  years 
ago,  and  Wells  and  Buchanan  died  of  measles  and 
consumption  respectively,  brought  on  by  exposure 
and  overwork. 

'  THE  coming  season  promises  to  be  one  of  un- 
A  precedented  activity  for  college  athletes. 
Harvard  holds  an  open  amateur  meeting  May  7  at 
Cambridge,  and  on  the  same  day  Princeton  gives 
open  games  down  in  New  Jersey.  A  week  later 
Harvard  and  Yale  meet  in  their  second  annual 
track  athletic  contest,  at  New  Haven,  while  Prince- 
ton and  Columbia  hold  their  first  joint  competition 
on  the  Berkeley  Oval.  The  Athletic  Club  of  the 
Schuylkill  Navy  will  devote  May  17  and  18  to  an 
intercollegiate  tournament  at  Philadelphia.  On 
the  Saturday  following  the  Pennsylvania  inter- 
collegiate championships  take  place  in  that  city. 
The  New  England  "  intercollegiates  "  will  be  de- 


cided May  25,  at  Springfield,  Mass.,  and  then  on 
the  28th  will  come  the  great  college  meeting  of  the 
year — the  seventeenth  annual  championship  games 
of  the  Intercollegiate  Association  of  Amateur  Ath- 
letes of  America  —  on  Manhattan  Field. 

All  this  makes  no  account  of  the  Western  and 
the  New  York  State  intercollegiate  meetings,  nor 
of  the  baseball  games,  which,  now  that  Harvard 
and  Princeton  are  reconciled,  will  be  more  numer- 
ous that  ever  ;  nor  of  lacrosse ;  or  of  rowing, 
though  with  the  formation  of  a  new  intercollegiate 
association  the  season  on  the  water  will  be  as  busy 
as  that  on  the  track. 

It  really  begins  to  look  as  though  the  collegians 
would  be  the  predominant  element  in  amateur  ath- 
letics. Half  a  dozen  years  ago  the  only  meeting 
of  college  track  athletes  that  excited  any  general 
interest  was  the  regular  intercollegiate.  Now,  of 
the  twenty-one  important  meetings  to  be  held  this 
month,  eleven  are  for  collegians  exclusively,  or  are 
managed  by  college  association^. 


/^ERTAIN  members  of  the  Junior  eight  seem 
^-^  to  have  an  idea  that  training  at  Travers 
Island  is  a  big  joke  with  rowing  simply  as  an 
incidental  accompaniment  thereto.  The  sooner 
they  get  this  notion  out  of  their  heads  and  realize 
that  training  means  a  great  deal  of  hard,  faithful 
work,  the  better  it  will  be  for  themselves  and  the 
Club.  The  fact  that  the  crew  has  no  champion- 
ship to  retain  is  not  a  reason  for  neglecting  work.

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'T'HE  wholesale  suspension  of  boxers  and  the 
decision  that  they  must  prove  their  amateur 
standing  before  being  again  permitted  to  compete 
under  Amateur  Athletic  Union  rules,  is  a  long  step 
toward  clearing  this  branch  of  sport  of  the  disfavor 
with  which  it  has  heretofore  been  regarded. 

We  doubt,  however,  whether  there  is  a  single 
athlete  of  any  great  prominence,  be  he  boxer, 
track  athlete,  or  oarsman,  who  could  show  every 
prize  he  has  won.  Of  whatever  value  they  may 
be  regarded  at  first,  after  the  athlete  has  captured 
a  dozen  or  more  medals,  they  are  very  likely  to 
appear  in  the  shape  of  breast  pins,  bangles,  watch 
charms,  etc.,  on  the  persons  of  the  winner's  friends. 
There  may  be  cases,  too,  in  which  it  would  hardly 
be  practicable  for  the  athlete  to  furnish  proof 
that  such  medals  had  not  been  disposed  of  illegally. 

We  have  too  much  confidence  in  the  common 
sense  of  the  committee  that  will  pass  on  such 
cases,  to  doubt  that  they  will  consider  reasonable 
explanation. 

TJ  OW  ingenuous  was  the  remark  of  the  "Ama- 
■*■  teur  "  boxer  when  told  that  he  would  have  to 
prove  his  amateur  standing  by  showing  all  the  med- 
als he  had  won  —  "  Won't  it  do  if  we  show  de  tickets 
for  dem  ?  " 

"T^ROM  the  interest  already  manifested  in  the 
project  there  seems  to  be  every  reason  to 
believe  that  the  New  York  Athletic  Club  is  soon 
to  have  an  excellent  Glee  Club.  A  meeting  has 
been  called  for  May  12,  at  which,  in  all  probability, 
definite  action  will  be  taken  in  the  matter. 

Such  an  organization  will  supply  a  want  that 
has  been  so  long  felt  that  it  seems  strange  the 
idea  of  forming  a  glee  club  did  not  suggest  itself 
before.  Travers  Island  on  pleasant  summer 
evenings  will  afford  excellent  opportunities  for 
the  Club  to  display  its  talent.

THE   BATH  DEPARTMENT. 

1\ /TUCH  has  been  done  of  late  for  the  comfort 
of  those  who  use  the  baths.  The  Commit- 
tee will  not  rest,  however,  until  it  has  made  our  baths 
as  complete  and  attractive  as  those  of  any  estab- 
lishment in  the  city.  New  rugs  and  floor  coverings 
have  been  provided  for  the  lower  hot  room  and 
a  new  strip  flooring  has  been  placed  around  the 
plunge  in  the  upper  room.  The  system  of  heating 
these  rooms  has  also  been  greatly  improved  and 
the  maximum  degree  of  heat  necessary  is  now 
easily  reached.  With  the  completion  of  the  ceil- 
ings in  the  upper  room  and  the  steam  room,  little  will 
be  left  to  be  desired.  In  the  rubbing  room,  new 
coverings  have  been  provided  for  the  couches  and 
the  entire  interior  of  the  rooms  has  been,  revar- 
nished  and  renovated.  A  door  has  also  been  hung 
between  the  large  rubbing  room  and  the  swim- 
ming tank,  which  ensures  quiet  to  those  who 
desire  a  nap  after  their  bath. 

The  outside  lounging  room  has  also  received 
attention,  an  attractive  and  well  ventilated  sleep- 
ing room  having  been  made  by  running  a  heavy 
curtain  across  one  end  of  the  room  and  placing 
couches  within  the  enclosure  thus  made.  The 
walls  of  the  entire  alcove  have  been  hung  with 
pictures  and  banners  which  add  greatly  to  the 
room's  attractiveness.  For  the  large  plunge  a 
new  spring-board  has  been  provided,  the  steps 
have  been  repaired  and  painted  and  the  dressing 
rooms  revarnished  and  refinished  in  every  way.

known  to  the  athletic  world  than  George  R. 
Gray.  It  would  be  difficult  to  select  from  the  field 
of  amateur  athletes  a  more  typical  example  of 
physical  strength  and  development  or  an  ath- 
lete whose  whole  career  has  been  such  a  succes- 
sion of  unrivaled  achievements.  George  Gray  was 
born  a  shot-putter  in  Coldvvater,  Canada,  May 
4,  1865,  and  has  been  a  shot-putter  ever  since. 
Since  '85  he  has  never  known  what  a  contest 
with  the  shot  really  means,  and  the  experi- 
ences of  such  heavy-weight  champions  as  Dr. 
Daly,  Lambrecht,  Barrett  and  others  has  been 
simply  to  do  their  best,  then  "  stand  and  won- 
der at  the  fellow."  It  is  a  most  remarkable  fact 
that  George  Gray  has  never  been  beaten  in  a 
scratch  contest,  and 
though  he  has  broken 
and  re-established  again 
and  again  the  marvelous 
number  of  28  world  rec- 
ords since  1885  and 
has  won  23  champion- 
ships, he  has  yet  to 
reach  his  limit  of  driv- 
ing the  iron  projectile. 
When  the  famous  Irish 
team  visited  this  coun- 
try in  '85,  Gray,  then 
but  20  years  of  age  and 
weighing  168  pounds, 
first  astonished  the 
world  by  defeating  Bar-

As  this  is  comparatively  a  new  branch  of  sport  in 
the  Club,  the  committee  would  be  glad  to  receive 
suggestions  from  members  interested  in  the  game.

'  I  "HE  time  fixed  by  the  Athletic  Committee  of 
last  year  within  which  the  wheelmen  of  the 
Club  can  obtain  mileage  badges,  expires  on  the 
first  of  the  month.  Under  this  offer  of  the  Com- 
mittee, every  cyclist  who,  between  May  r,  1891, 
and  May  r,  1892,  has  ridden  one  thousand  miles 
or  more,  will  be  entitled  to  an  appropriate  badge 
as  evidence  of  his  distance  record.  The  activity 
in  riding  displayed  lately  by  those  who  are  close 
to  and  below  the  margin,  indicates  the  value  which 
the  members  place  upon  such  a  reward  of  merit. 
As  each  additional  thousand  miles  entitles  the 
prize  winner  to  an  additional  bar,  the  prospect  is 
bright  that  there  will  be  numerous  claimants  for 
three  and  four-barred  badges.  This  is  as  it 
should  be,  and  shows  the  wisdom  of  the  Commit- 
tee in  thus  promoting  the  pursuit  of  athletic  ex- 
ercise among  the  members  of  the  Club. 

As  riding  continues,  the  question  of  holding  the 
fifteen  mile  road  race  for  the  "  Citizen's  Cup  "  has 
been  discussed  among  the  "scorchers,"  and  the 
advisability  of  changing  the  course  has  been  de- 
bated, as  well  as  of  the  time  when  the  race  has 
usually  been  started.  The  so-called  "  Larchmont  " 
course  has  many  advantages  in  accessibility,  near- 
ness to  the  Island,  and  hard  and  smooth  surface, 
but  the  road  between  Elizabeth  and  Plainfield, 
which  was  put  in  ideal  form  last  year  by  the  au- 
thorities of  those  places,  has  strong  advocates 
among  those  who  think  that  the  Bicycle  Commit- 
tee should,  in  selecting  the  course,  take  into  con- 
sideration a  level  and  speedy  road,  as  well  as  one 
that  is  accessible.  The  Committee  is  thoughtfully 
turning  over  the  matter,  and  will  do  justice  to  all 
claims.  But  what  a  comment  on  New  York  State, 
that  we  must  go  to  Jersey  for  the  perfect  road  ! 

A  party  is  forming  to  start  Saturday,  May  28, 
and  ride  to  the  Delaware  Water  Gap,  via  Port 
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Jervis  and  Milford,  returning  the  evening  of  Dec- 
oration Day.  It  is  not  yet  settled  whether  the 
train  will  be  taken  to  Port  Jervis  and  wheeling  be- 
gin there,  or  whether  the  party  will  pedal  the 
entire  distance  from  the  Cycle  House  to  the  Gap. 
Hither  way  will  afford  a  most  delightful  trip  at  a 
most  delightful  season.

For  those  who  have  not  the  time  to  accom- 
pany the  Fresh-Air  Club  a  very  pleasant  walk 
and,  at  the  same  time,  one  that  will  save  car- 
fare, will  be  found  in  a  trip  afoot,  to  Travers 
Island.    There  are  several  routes  : 

First — Through  Central  Park  and  Mount  Mor- 
ris Park  to  Third  avenue  bridge.  First  turn  to  the 
right,  after  crossing  bridge,  by  Southern  Boulevard 
to  Brightside  (Richard  Hoe's  residence).

to  Tremont  avenue.  From  here  there  is  choice  of 
routes  to  East  Chester:  First  —  east  on  Tremont 
avenue  to  West  Farms;  north  through  the  whole 
length  of  Bronx  Park  by  paths  nearest  the  river, 
on  to  Briggs  avenue,  east  to  old  Boston  road  ; 
thence  northeast  through  East  Chester,  across

,  The  other  route  continues  north  from  Manhattan 
bridge  to  Fordham  Landing  road  ;  thence  east  by 
Pelham  avenue  to  East  Chester  road,  and  north 
through  Givens'  Homestead  and  across  Black  Dog 
brook  to  East  Chester  ;  thence  on  to  Travers 
Island. 

The  route  by  Harlem  bridge  is  about  fifteen 
miles;  that  by  Washington  bridge  about  twenty.
